EDMONTON--Wheat cutting will be 
fairly general in all sections of the 


province by August 20, according to 
Fri 


| telegraphic reports received on 
day by the Department of Agriculture 
for the seventh fortnightly crop re 


port of the season, Wheat is filling 
well under the influence of the inter- 
mittent showers and warm weather 
since the last report and early 
fields are turning color rapidly, Har 
vesting of fall wheat has started in 
some southern districts and a very 
satisfactory yield is reported, al- 
though this was affected to some ex- 
tent by the unusual drought during 
the month of May. 

A good deai of the fall rye crop is 
in stook, and a good average yield is 

expected when this is threshed, Heavy 
Sanda of oats and barley are reported, 
and harvesting of these grains will 
be general during the last week in 
August, 

Limited areas through the central 
and southern parts of the province 
have been visited by damaging hail 
storms during the past ten days but 
the injury to crops from this source 
is considerably less than at the same 
date last year. The 1928 crop has 
been particularly free from the at- 
tacks of insect and disease pests,

Inspector Hughes: 
Recommends Many 
Penitentiary 
Improvements 


OTTAWA—A number of recommen- 
dations for the improvement of con- 
ditions in the penitentiaries of Canada 
are contained in the annual report of 
the superintendent, Brig. Gen. W. S. 
Hughes, for the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1927, which has just been 
published, During that year the av- 
erage prison population was 2,456, an 
increase of 60 over the year previous. 
The revenue was the largest ever 
turned in by the _ penitentiaries, 
amounting to $183,004, The year be- 
fore it was $49,855, There were no 
escapes from the penitentiaries during 
the 1926-7 period, 

Gen, Hughes’ recommendations fol- 
low: 

‘Reopening of the Criminal Mental 
Disease Hospital. 

Segregation of habitual criminals. 

The furnishing of more work for 
the inmates. by the Government. 

Payment of wages to well-behaved 
inmates prior to discharge 

Traming of officers before being 
permitted to take charge of inmates. 

Empowering of those in charge of 
penitentiary administration with au- 
thority to administer and discipline 
on similar basis to that of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, 

Change in the method of purchasing 
supplies, This is essential in order 
to attain success in the manufacture 
of goods jn the penitentiaries, 

Worthy Object 

In support of these recommenda- 
tions, the report says: 

“The reclaiming by training, edu- 
cating and reforming of the hundreds 
of young men who are yearly adniit- 
ted to the Canadian penitentiaries is 
surely a most worthy object, It is 
needless to attempt this, however, un- 
less officers of a high type and 
specially trained in the knowledge of 
handling human beings be provided. 
Example is the best teacher. There is 
nothing to take the place of the pro- 
per object lesson. No real progress is 
possible in the reformation and treat 
ment of the criminal until the differ- 
ence between one inmate and another 
is realized and taken into account. 
This cannot be done by untrained and 
uneducated officers, 

“The dormitory system is not in use 
in any of the Canadian penitentiaries. 
The corruption that usually exists in 
institutions where that system is in 
use is, therefore avoided, When the 
inmates are under the strict super- 
vision of a trained officer they seldom 
do or say harmful things, 

“Sympathetic supervision after dis 
charge should be provided, A man’s 
conduct may be improved while in 
prison, but how he will behave when 
liberated is quite another matter. He 
should be guided and assisted to over.

society, When a man has gone wrong 


it may usually be assumed that there 
is some weakness in him that made 
him unable to resist certain classes ot 
temptation. He, therefore, for a time, 
should be guided and assisted after

“The control and management of 
penitentiaries should be placed in the 
hands of those trained in the service. 
The Penitentiaries Act and Regula 
tions should be drafted by these olli- 


cers, During the past eight years the 
revision of the Peniteniary Act and 
Regulations has been given a great

Thirteen wardens, twelve deputy war. 
dens, the superintendent, three in- 
spectors, two penitentiary engineers 
and the parole officer, have agreed on 
what, in their estimation, should be 
done in this connection, The first- 
hand knowledge gained by all these 
officers through long years of exper- 
ience in actual contact with the in- 
mates fitted them for this work, The 
average years of experience of the 
above mentioned officers is over 20 
years, It would appear that recom- 
mendations from such a body would 
be well worth considering. 

“The rigid application of rules to 
enforce silence has been réfaxed and 
a reasonable association of prisoners 
at work is permitted. 

“Schools, with qualified teachers in 
control, have proven a great boon to 
the penitentiaries Many pupils have, 
during the past eight years, passed 
both the entrance and matriculation 
examinations; in some cases standing 
high im the list of successful students 
in the provinces in which they wrote. 
Whe échoolmaster is also in charge of

“Punishment in penitentiaries have 
been materially reduced. Many in- 
mates are now discharged who have 
now had any report for infraction of 
rules and regulations recorded against 
them during the term of their inear- 
ceration, The more’ punishment 
awarded in a peniteniary, the strong- 
er the probability the place is badly 
managed, The inmates’ behavior to- 
wards the officers will largely be de- 
termined by the officers’ treatment ot 
the inmates. This is no new discouv- 
ery. More considerate treatment of 
the inmates usually resuits in improv. 
ed conduct. No progress can result 
in the treatment or reformation of in- 
mates until the differences between 
one inmate and another are recogniz- 
ed and taken into account, 

Alienists Useful 

“In most of the areas where peni- 
lentiaries are situate, the surgeons of 
the institutions have been assisted by 
the advice of provincial alienists. 
These sane and efficient officers have 
rendered wonderful service in many 
instances and on occasions have stood 
between the penitentiary surgeon and 
extremists, who consider the majority 
of people mentally deficient. The 
opening of a mental disease hospital 
for inmates Who become mentally de 
langed after reception at the peniten- 
tiaries whom the provincial authori 
lies refuse to admit to the mental 
Gisease hospitals in their province,

“The imprisonment for indefinite 
ternis in separate institutions and the 
reclamation of the habitual offender 
is one of the subjects that should now 
be dealt with promptly and forcibly. 
The habitual offender who returns to 
prison time after time should be per 
manently incarcerated and isolated 
from the first offenders or those 
sidered amendable to reformation,

Independence in 1775-76, 
A memarie} to an event of outstanding importance 
in both Canadian and American history, has been 


erected on the wall of the Chateau Frontenac in 


Quebec. 

Although many thousands of American tourists 
regularly invade the ancient city and throng the cor- 
ridors of the great hostelry, it is not often realized 
that their ancestors once attempted to gain admit- 
tance to the city with less success. Early in the 
War of Independence two forces of American soldiers 
were despatched against Canada, one under General 
Richard Montgomery up the Richelieu against Mont- 
real, and the other under Colonel] Benedict Arnold 
through the wilds of Maine against Quebec. The two 
armies united their resources before the city of 
Quebee in mid-December, 1775, and commenced a 
siege that mated for 154 days throughout the ensu- 
ing winter. migomery had carried all before him 
and captured the forts of St. Johns and Chambly, and 
occupied Montreal and Three Rivers, so Quebec re- 
mained the last stronghold of importance held by the 
British. “Arnold had encounte: great difficulty in 
his march, and his expedition was depleted by about 
@ third of its members.

The attack was unsuccessful, many pris- 
oners were captured by the defenders, and the siege 
thereafter became litt!e more than a blockade unul 
relief arrived from Great Britain in May, 1776.

Not a Simple Matter | 

As frequently happens, however, | 
when man enquires into matters that} 
appear sf{mple we found that the ay 
plication of such a protein test on a 
commercial scale was neither simple! 
nor necessary of value to the majority 
cf wheat growers, It is not my pur- 
pose to take either side in the con- 
troversy that has been waged around 
this subject but to present to the 
readers of The U, F, A, a summary of 
the evidence taken by the committee. 

Under the present system of grad- 
ing, known as the “visual grading 
method,” there are four characteris- 
tics that the Grain Act says one must 
look for, The first is “soundness” of 
the grain, the second is “cleanliness”, 
the third is “weight” per measured 
bushel, and the fourth is the percent- 
age of “hard” wheat—“hardness”. 
We are not concerned at this stage 
with the first two qualities each of 
which may be fairly accurately ascer- 
tained under the “visudl” test, nor the 
third, which is a simple mechanical 
operation. We are concerned with 
the characteristic known as “hard- 
ness”, 

Professor Harrigon, of Winnipeg, 
states that “ ‘hardness’ does not mean 
the actual hardness of wheat, but it 
refers largely to the density of the 
wheat, and that is in part the meas- 
ure of the protein content.” He adds, 
“hard wheat makes strong flour, and 
a strong flour makes a large, well

This method went out of use owing 
to its uncertain nature, and what is 
known as the Kjeldahl method was 
introduced in its stead, This deter- 
mines the amount of nitrogen present | 
and as chemists know that all pro 
teins are made up of a small propor- 
tion of nitrogen, they multiply the 
amount of nitrogen by a given num- 
ber and so ascertain the quantity of 
protein. As this is the only scientific 
method known of determining the pro 
tein in wheat, it will be disappointing 
to learn that it has serious limitations, 
Weakness of Kjeldahi Method 

The first and perhaps most import- 
ant weakness of the Kjeldahl is that 
Jt only gives a measure of the QUAN- 
SITY and not of the QUALITY of the 
protein. Under this method it has 
been found that Durum wheat gave a 
higher protein content than Marquis, 
but you would get a much finer, bet- 
ter piled loaf’from the Marquis flour 
than from the Durum, 

Again, under this method a plump 
trosted wheat will probably give as 
high a protein content as unfrosted 
wheat, the nitrogen being in some 
other form,
